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Penalties for registrants varied from ¥ 250 fine to eight months peusl 
Servitude. Penalties for non-registrants varied from ¥ 500 fine x0 two yeers 
Penal servitude with 17 of the defendants being sentenced to penal servitude. 
Charges against 29 defendants were dropped because of insufficiem: evidence. 
Sixty-four registrants were admonished and six minor violations were disposed 
of administratively.

Admonition of Registrants 


At the training school held in June, narcotic agents were advised to 
Sxamine their records to determine the principal causes for admonition of re-.

88 possible, calling to their attention these principal causes, and warning 

them that prosecution of any registrant, who has been so advis ed, will follow

The Diet on 5 July passed a new Juvenile Law to be effective on 1 January 
1949, which replacest the former Court Law (Lew No. 42 of 1922). 


An important provision of the nev Law is the granting to the Family 
(Domestic Relations) Court of jurisdiction over juveniles rathor than to a 
Separate Juvenile Court. By placing jurisdiction over juveniles in the Family | 
Ourt, it is hoped that court facilitics can be provided for children in ail : 
Parts. of Japan and not morcly in tnose areas where a scparate Juvenile cons hes 
been established in the past. pe 


Under the new Law as well as the previous Law, jurisdiction of the court is 
Much nore limited than in Juvenile Courts in the United States. It is expected 
hat needed -covernmenta child welfare services in Japan will be provided by the 
Child Welfarc Sections of Prefectural Departments of Wolfarc a by Child Wolfarg: 
Cntors, Through such a division of function it is hopod that necessary sorvices 
Can be provided with a minimum of duplication and uel of activities of 
fe court and the child welfare program, ‘he court's jurisdiction ds limited to.
